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Determination on grading permit for Martin subdivision 
continued to May 24 City CounciF meeting 


and Grandview and Santa Anita will not be truck 
routes.

Sierra Madre grading permit requirements 
call for a cashier’s check for bond insurance and 
permit fees, the name of the soils engineer and 
surveyor, the truck route designation before any 
work starts, that the debris basin constructed will 
be approved by the Flood Control for mainten¬ 
ance and that fee be borne by the homeowners of 
those four lots in their annual tax bills. The 
permit requirements also ask that a complaint log 
be kept in the office of the city engineer, and that 
a periodic review of compliance will go to the 
director of planning or the city engineer.

Kev Tcharkhoutian, city engineer, told the 
audience that total fill to complete the project 
would be 28,(X)0 cubic yards.

For lot 1, 7000 cubic yards would be needed 
for fill; for lot .2 , 9200 of fill, for lot 3, 8700 
cubic yards would be needed and for lot 4, 3000 
cubic yards. Lot 1 would need 1600 cut and lot 4, 
11,400 cut. 

Retaining walls not exceeding six feet in 
height would be provided for four lots. 

Tcharkhoutian explained that the applicant 
had complied with all of the Hillside Ordinance 
and code compliance. Variances were granted 
where needed, he said, such as in the grading 
height requirements and in the total grading cut 
and fill yardages (which allow 2000 cubic yards 
were lot).

Flattened cardboard helps conserve 
space. 

Those things not taken by the center are 
magazines, plastics, metal and other discards.

Sierra Madre merchants ask each oth¬ 
er how their businesses could improve. 
The National Federation of Independent 
Business has some answers, such as addi¬ 
tional reforms in specific areas. 

California’s small-business owners 
want additional reforms in the civil 
liability, workers’ compensation and en¬ 
vironmental permitting process, according 
to the 1994 state ballot, an annual survey 
of the Golden State’s 46,000 members of 
the National Federation of Independent 
Business. 

"Small-business owners want reform 
of worker classifications so they are not 
paying unjustifiably high workers’ com¬ 
pensation permiums," said Martyn Hop¬ 
per, state director/California. "The in¬ 
surance industry has been too aggressive 
in reclassifying position to the highest 
classification." 

By a 76-to-lO percent margin, NFIB 
members want to limit high-cost classifi¬ 
cations to those workers who spend at 
least half their time performing the higher 
classified work. 85 percent feel the state 
should make it easier for business owners 
to appeal high classifications. 

"Although the legislature passed im¬ 
portant workers’ compensation reforms in 
1993, the battle to lower costs is far from 
over," Hopper said. "We need compre¬ 
hensive review of the entire classification 
system and a more equitable appeals pro¬ 
cess for small businesses whose employ¬ 
ees are wrongly placed in high-risk class¬ 
ifications. NFIB supports Assembly Bill 
1914 (Polanco) to achieve this." 

Small business also showed over¬ 
whelming support for civil liability re¬ 
forms. More than 89 percent want caps on 
punitive damages in tort cases and 91 per-

In 1984, Burns redirected much of his energy 
from architecture to watercolor paintings, and he 
has received high acclaim from an show jurists, 
art teachers and his peers. 

Burns accredits "high quality instruction and 
inspiration" from five artists such as Gerald 
Brommer, Don O’Neill, Milford Zornes, the late 
Robert Landry and Jack Sheppard. Early art 
training was highly influenced by the late great 
Sam Hyde Harris in the World War II years, and 
by the famed architectural illustrator Siegfried 
Knop in the 1960s. 

Burns is a member of the Mid-Valley Arts 
League. San Gabriel Fine Arts Association. As¬ 
sociated Artists and Valley Watercolor Society. 
He exhibited at Art-A-Fair in Laguna Beach in 
both 1987 and ’88. 

His studio is in his home in Pasadena where 
most of his paintings are done. On-location 
paintings and photographs from travel, field trips 
and workshops form a majority of yisual infor¬ 
mation for his paintings, although imagination 
has recently proven to be a successful source of 
subject matter, he says. 

Burns’ paintings are typically "easy to live 
with" representations of natural beauty and men 
in harmony with creation. They are not painted 
to evoke an emotionally stressful response.

' Burns’ love of the graphic arts, as expressed 
in his watercolor landscapes and seascapes, 
shows evidence of his years in the architectural 
profession which began in the 1950s.
